The %vay in which different phases of 


human nature rnh against one another 
in a great city like ttyis was strikingly 
illustrated while the .search was in prog- 
ress for tho victim^.of the Hotel Royal 
fire. By a mere coincidence 'a strong 
picture was presented to jthose who had 
occasion to travel on t le Sixth Avenue 
Elevaled railroad' late in the evening. 
Diagonally ncross the street from the 
.hotel is a hall, in which some sort of an 
entertainment is held nearly every night, 
and a passenger on an elevated train can 
look into the windows of the hall and 
see the merrymaking there- 


While the digging was in progress a 


person on a train in passing the scene oC 
the disaster could look out of the win- 
dow on one side of thej car and eep 
workmen in the light of smoking and 
flickering torches digging down in th0 
ruins anxions to find what they so much 
dreaded to see. These men were black 
and grimy, and over their heads black- 
ened walls with gaping [windows told 
the stranger in town that this was the 
scene of the terrible calamity of which 
he had read so much in the metropolitan 
newspapers in the-last lstwa or three days. 
The passenger need only turn his head 
to witness a sight strongly in contrast 
indeed with the one just described.

It is not expressed in ;he deed ttiat the

The term condition doesnoc neces- 
sarily import it. '(Condition irar menn 
trust and trust mean condition ofter times. 
The construction must depend jpon the 
context and any admissible evitenae out 
side of the deed. 


An examination of certain prior .nstru- 


ments of conveyance to Wadleigl, from 
the parish, named in his deed to the Bish- 
op, will very much assist in phft-vviog the 
intention of the parties as contained in the 
deed in question. 


The parish, having a full tit e to the 


property, excepting as encumbered by 
mortgage, conveyed, on July b, 1452, to 
Wadleigh, certain pews in the housa by a 
deed of the following form : 


"Know all men by these presenU, that 


we, the undersigned, wardens cf

James' church, in Old Town, bein"; duly 
authorized in the premises, in considera- 
tion of large claims against the parish 
given up to us in said capacity by Ira 
Wadleigh, Esq., which we do hereby ac-

It will be seen from the deed to Wad-I 


leigh, what a burden was imposed upun . 
his estate by condition? and restriction-. 
"The parish reserves to itself forever the j 
ownership to all the* pews iu the ehurvh. j 
together wkli the free. sole, uncondi- I 
tional, uninterrupted and exclusive u*e. j 
occupation and control of the 
church j 


and its appurtenance?, except the base- ' 
ru^iit hall." It also reserve" ?ome ri^ht 
of use of the hall, and restrict? the grantee . 
in hie UPC of it. And it retains the per- 
petual right Of repairing the church, and 
to rebuild the wunr without payment of 
rent, in ca?e of its destruction by fire, 


Beside?, the testimony shows that the 


deed of the pariah to U'adleigh includes 
valuable land adjoining the church, not 
included in the deed from him to the 
Bishop. The latter deed excludes enough 
land for two good house lots, and does 
not even include the territory upon which 
the rectory belonging to the church stood 
at the time. 
^ 


In view of all the circumstances, ihe 


witness Sewall. who 
would be perhaps [ 


more likely than any other person to be j 
informed on the question, testifies that 
the five huudred dollars paid was an ad- 
equate consideration for the interest pur- 
chased. At all events, that sum was 
satisfactory to the grantor, who had re- 
moved from Did Town and wa« then in Cal- 
ifornia. 
The parish was evidently poor 


and the pews neither valuable or salable. 
Of course, if the premises- were worth no 
more than that sum to sell,there would be 
no more value in them to the grantor 
upona reverter. The heirs are mistaken 
in supposing, if such be their view, that 
a forfeiture of the interest to 
them, 


would discharge the conditions imposed 
upon the property by prior deed-. In the i 
light of these facts, it seems unreasonable 
to believe that the 
grantor Wadleigh 


would have asked for conditions of for- 
feiture, or that the grantee would have 
submitted to any. 


Furthermore, there , is every reason to 


believe that the grantor never conceived 
the idea of inserting any condition for his 
ow'n benefit in his conveyance. The deed 
was executed in his name and for him by 
Joseph B. Moor, a son-in-law, under the 
authority of a general power of attorney 
to take possession of all his real aud per- 
sonal property in Penobsoot county, and 
any property in which he was i ate re? ted. 
and sell the same or any part thereof, for 
such sums or prices and on such terms as 
to him shall seem meet. The same gran- 
tor sells to Charles Wadleigh a balance of 
the church lot not covered by his deed to 
the bishop, describing it as"uall the land
